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EDITOR'S   PREFACE. 


The  object  of  these  Questions  is  to  promote  a  know- 
ledge of  the  New  Testament,  as  a  whole.  According  to 
the  usual  plan  of  studying  the  books  of  the  Bible,  few 
pupils,  if  any,  have  time  to  pass  through  the  sacred  vo- 
lume, and,  consequently,  most  of  them  fail  to  secure  con- 
nected and  comprehensive  views  of  sacred  history,  and 
of  the  complete  record  of  inspiration. 

Question-books,  upon  any  principal  book  of  the  New 
Testament,  usually  occupy  a  class  from  one  to  two  years. 
Teachers  who  conduct  classes  through  them,  in  most 
instances,  even  then  feel  that  only  the  surface  has  been 
passed  over ;  yet,  during  the  time  devoted  to  one  book, 
numerous  changes  usually  take  place  in  the  class. 
Some  of  its  members  remove  to  other  places,  some  are 
promoted  to  be  teachers,  and  others  perhaps  are  re- 
moved by  death.  How  much  time  would  be  required 
to  pass  through  the  whole  Bible  in  this  way,  and  how 
much  greater  changes  would  transpire  to  both  teacher 
and  scholars,  during  its  lapse  J  So  much,  indeed,  that 
few,  if  any,  ever  accomplish  it.  In  view  of  such  facts,  it 
is  deemed  important  to  have  a  series  of  Questions  on 
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the  New  Testament,  and  another  on  the  Old,  neither  of 
which  will  necessarily  occupy  a  class  more  than  a  year 

The  first  great  object  these  books  are  designed  to 
secure  is,  the  consecutive  heading  of  the  word  of  God, 
with  such  attention  on  the  part  of  the  reader  as  may 
enable  him  to  pass  an  examination  upon  the  subject 
and  language  of  each  section  as  he  progresses. 

Growing  out  of  this,  several  important  results  may 
be  attained  by  each  scholar,  e.  g., — 

1.  A  general  acquaintance  with  Scripture  language, 
oriental  figures,  and  modes  of  expression. 

2.  A  connected  idea  of  Scripture  history. 

3.  A  wise  understanding  of  the  moral  and  spiritual 
lessons  Scripture  is  designed  to  teach. 

A  conviction  that  a  general  and  radical  change  should 
be  made  in  the  manner  of  studying  the  Scriptures  in 
our  Sunday-schools  and  Bible-classes,  induces  us  to 
present  the  subject  more  at  length  in  this  connection. 
When  only  a  few  verses  of  Scripture  are  studied  each 
week,  the  connection  of  facts  is  almost  wholly  lost  sight 
of.  This  consideration  is  offset  against  the  objection, 
that  with  long  lessons  it  is  impossible  to  be  thorough. 

While  it  may  be  admitted  that  each  different  mode 
of  study  has  its  special  advantages,  it  will  be  obvious 
that  verbal  criticism  and  speculative  inquiry  upon  texts 
are  by  no  means  so  important  to  the  mass  of  Bible 
students  as  more  general  and  comprehensive  studies. 
But,  even  if  the  object  were  to  make  the  most  thorough. 
Biblical  scholars,  it  would  still  be  important  for  them 
first  to  take  a  general  survey  of  the  subject,  before  ea.- 
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tering  into  minute  textual  study.  Clear  general  ideas 
should  first  be  obtained,  as  a  frame-work  upon  which 
only,  particular  knowledge  can  be  accumulated  and  pre- 
served to  advantage. 

Suppose,  for  example,  a  foreigner  should  visit  the  city 
of  New- York,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an  accurate 
and  complete  knowledge  of  its  localities  and  condition : 
what  would  be  his  proper  course  ?  To  commence  at 
the  Battery. — where  he  would  land, — and  carefully  in- 
spect each  building,  from  top  to  bottom,  as  he  went ;  and 
thus  proceed  through  the  town  no  faster  than  he  could 
examine  in  detail  1  Or,  would  he  first  pass  up  and 
down  the  great  thoroughfares  and  principal  streets  of 
the  city,  in  order  to  obtain  a  general  idea  of  its  loca- 
tion and  plan,  first;  and  afterward  examine  in  detail,  as 
he  might  deem  important?  The  objector  might  say, 
that  such  a  cursory  view  of  the  city  would  be  superficial ; 
nevertheless  it  is  indispensable,  in  order  to  understand 
the  work  upon  which  he  enters,  and  without  it  his 
knowledge  would  be  confused  and  unsatisfactory. 

So  in  studying  the  Bible,  the  student  should,  at  first, 
pass  through  the  book,  observing  and  examining  all  he 
can,  but  especially  endeavoring  to  acquire  a  compre- 
hensive idea  of  its  plan,  and  the  connection  of  its  parts. 
Then  he  may  turn  to  the  study  of  the  several  books 
with  minuteness,  and  be  prepared  to  receive  from  them 
the  greatest  benefit.  Corresponding  to  this  view,  the 
present  book  of  Questions  is  planned.  A  similar  one, 
on  the  Old  Testament,  will  also  be  prepared. 

For  lack  of  such  a  volume  as  the  present^  it  h^s  be- 
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come  a  common  practice  in  adult  classes  to  make  no 
use  of  question-books,  but  to  take  the  simple  text,  and 
ask  such  questions  as  may  be  suggested  to  the  mind  of 
the  teacher.  There  are  objections  to  this  course,  arising 
from  the  fact,  that  few  teachers  devote  sufficient  time  to 
the  preparation  of  such  a  lesson.  Unprofitable  discus- 
sions arise  upon  unimportant  portions  of  the  Scripture ; 
wrong  views  may  be  taken,  and  difficulties  be  passed 
over,  or  be  left  unexplained,  and  thus  become  occasions 
of  stumbling  to  members  of  the  class.  By  the  question- 
book,  when  properly  prepared,  the  intentioi  *>f  revelation 
is  suggested,  a  proportionate  importance  is  attached  to 
the  different  portions  of  Scripture,  the  difficulties  occur- 
ring, with  their  proper  explanations,  are  noted,  and  the 
minds  of  the  teacher  and  pupils  are  kept  to  the  subject, 
and  restrained  from  too  discursive  wanderings.  We 
trust,  therefore,  that  this  volume  will  meet  with  accept- 
ance on  the  part  of  those  who  have  felt  the  need  of 
something  else  besides  the  ordinary  question-books. 

PLAN  OF   THE   WOEK. 

In  the  first  place,  questions  are  asked  upon  the  text, 
and  are  to  be  answered  by  the  reading  or  repetition  of 
the  verses  including  the  answer.  These  questions  are 
intended  to  be  as  comprehensive  as  possible,  and  but  a 
few  are  asked  upon  each  chapter.  At  the  close  of  the 
chapter,  a  number  of  questions  are  asked,  the  answers 
of  which  are  not  to  be  found  in  the  text  itself,  but  are . 
drawn  from  it  by  inference,  or  may  be  found  in  any 
commentary  or  Bible  dictionary.     Some  of  these  ques- 
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tions  may  require  a  little  thought  and  study.  This  will 
make  the  previous  examination  of  the  lesson  necessary, 
and  add  the  more  interest  to  the  recitation.  No  one 
can  hope  to  become  acquainted  with  the  Scriptures  with- 
out careful  and  continued  study. 

The  teacher,  in  commencing  the  use  of  this  hook, 
would  do  well  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  number  of 
chapters  it  may  be  necessary  to  take  at  a  lesson,  in  order 
to  finish  the  book  in  any  specified  time.  For  instance, 
if  it  is  his  purpose  to  finish  the  book  in  a  year,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  take,  on  an  average,  five  chapters  each 
week.  At  the  rate  of  ten  chapters  each  week,  the  same 
ground  may  be  passed  over  in  six  months.  "We  would 
not,  in  any  case,  recommend  more  than  five  chapters  for 
any  one  recitation.  If,  however,  a  class  of  adult  persons 
could  meet  twice  or  three  times  per  week,  they  could 
make  still  greater  progress. 

THE  WAY  THIS  VOLUME  SHOULD  BE  USED. 

The  teacher  will  find  it  indispensable  to  examine  the 
allotted  lesson  before  he  presents  himself  to  the  class. 
In  the  first  place,  the  Bible  questions  in  each  chapter 
should  be  asked ;  then  the  indirect  questions,  printed  in 
smaller  type ;  and  after  this  the  teacher  should  strive, 
by  appropriate  queries,  to  make  such  practical  applica- 
tions of  the  revealed  truth  as  the  passages  passed  over 
may  suggest.  It  will  be  seen,  at  once,  that  no  small 
part  of  the  success  of  this  volume  will  depend  upon  the 
co-operation  of  the  teacher.  The  questions  in  this  book 
will  lead  him  to  a  proper  exposition  of  the  words  of  the 
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Bible;  but  the  immediate  and  solemn  application  of 
them  to  the  heart  of  pupils  will  depend,  under  the  Holy 
Spirit,  upon  his  faithfulness. 

In  order  to  profit  most  by  the  study  of  the  Scriptures 
on  this  plan,  the  student  should  have  at  hand  a  com- 
mentary, a  defining  dictionary,  and  a  Biblical  diction- 
ary. The  Bible  Scholar's  Manual  and  the  Jewish  Na- 
tion will  also  be  useful  for  reference ;  the  former  being 
repeatedly  referred  to  in  the  course  of  the  questions. 

We  humbly,  and  hopefully,  ask  the  blessing  of  God 
upon  this  new  effort  to  open  the  precious  Bible  to  the 
eyes  and  hearts  of  those  who  may  be  made  by  it  u  wise 
unto  salvation."
